Mrs. Wallace was with him 
when the former vice president 
died. 
Wallace was taken to the hos­ 
pital in Danbury this morning 
from his home in South Salem, 
N.Y. 
Wallace had been hospitalized 
earlier at the National Institute 
of Health in Washington. He 
was released Oct. 28 and he re­ 
turned to South Salem. 
The tall, gray-haired Iowa na­ 
tive served as vice president 
from 1941-1945 during the third 
term of President Franklin Del­ 
ano Roosevelt. 
Southern Democrats and big 
city forces blocked his renomi­ 
nation to the post, however, and 
Harry S. Truman got the bid. 
When Truman became presi­ 
dent, he ousted Wallace from a 
cabinet post as secretary of 
commerce following a row over 
foreign policy. 
Wallace, 
born a Republican, 
became Democrat when he en­ 
tered his public career in 1933 
and eventually developed as a 
leading 
proponent of Roose­ 


velt’s New Deal policies. 
His international views, how­ 
ever, 
prompted considerable 
controversy. 
In 1948 Wallace ran for presi­ 
dent under the newly forced 
formed Progressive 
Party, 
campaigning for friendlier rela­ 
tions with Russia. Wallace ac­ 
cepted the Communist party’s 
support, but as criticism 
de­ 
veloped during the campaign, he 
declared, **I am not a Commu­ 
nist or Socialist or Marxist of 
any description.”

campaign, 
Wallace 
dropped from public view to be­ 
come a gentleman farmer on 
his 115-acre term at South Sa­ 
lem, N. Y. 
Wallace also served as secre­

U.S. Aims Punch Al Copper Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal government plans to 
release at least 200,000 tons of 
copper from its stockpile. It 
says the aim is to nip the climb 
in copper prices and ease a 
world shortage of the metal. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara announced the 
decision Wednesday night, say­ 
ing the world copper situation 
threatens a disruption which 
could lead to strong inflationary 
developments. 
The announcement came one 
week after similar government 
proposals had forced a price- 
rise rollback in the aluminum 
industry. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from major copper com­ 
panies as to whether they would 


follow the aluminum pattern 
and cut back prices. 
Most UJS. copper producers 
increased their prices 2 cents a 
pound — from 36 cents to 38 
cents — during the early stages 
of the aluminum controversy. 
Only Kennecott Copper Corp. 
held firm at the lower level. The 
defense chief said speculative 
market prices in London and 
New York have been running 
between 67 and 70 cents a 
pound. 
McNamara said the release 
plus three other actions affect­ 
ing the metal had been dis­ 
cussed with leading UJS.copper 
companies. 
He declined to reveal which 
companies but said: "I think 
they will fully support this ac­ 


tion.” 
The other government deci­ 
sions: 
I. To control exports of copper 
and copper scrap "for an indef­ 
inite period to conserve domes­ 
tic supply.” 
2. To ask Congress to suspend 
the 1.7-cent«a-pound import duty 
on copper, a protection McNa­ 
mara said domestic producers 
don’t need. Tile Western world 
used 5.3 million tons of refined 
copper last year but produced 
4.4 million tons. 
3. To ask the New York Com­ 
modity Exchange to curb exces­ 
sive speculation in copper trad­ 
ing by raising margin require­ 
ments for copper. He said the 
current margin is about IO per 
cent, compared to an approxi­ 


mate 70 per cent on the New 
York Exchange. 
McNamara said the govern­ 
ment copper would be sold at 
between 36 and 38 cents a 
pound, as much as.34 cents be­ 
low prices current on the specu­ 
lative markets in London and 
New York. 
The 
government’s 
copper 
stockpile now totals 
810,000 
tons, only 35,000 tons above tile 
amount considered necessary 
as a reserve in case of war. 
McNamara said the govern­ 
ment uses about 250,000 tons of 
copper a year and that defense 
requirements will go up looper 
cent next year over this.

be reorganized into one unit.

made in a letter to the county 
board after several months de­ 
liberation. The superintendents 
recommended that a reorgani­ 
zation proposal be submitted 
to the state board of education 
for approval so that it can be 
put before the voters. 
According to the superinten­ 
dents, one of the most press­ 
ing needs in the county is the 
establishment of a vocational 
school to teach many basic 
skills so that students can leave 
high school with enough train­ 
ing to go to work immediately. 
They feel that the schools 
do a good job of preparing stu­ 
dents for college but other stu­ 
dents, who are in the majority, 
are not getting what they need 
from the school’s programs. 
It is the opinion of the ad­ 
ministrators that no one school 
district in the county could pro­ 
vide a vocational or trade school 
program. 
However, 
collectively, 
with 
federal aid that is available, 
it could be done. 
According to the state com­ 
missioner of education in Jef­ 
ferson 
City, when a trade 
school program is approved by 
the state board of education, 
federal funds are available for 
50 percent of the cost of con­ 
struction, equipment, and in­ 
structor's salaries. 
As an argument for reorgan­ 
ization of the county into a 
single unit, the superintendents 
a1 so cited an economic squeeze. 
They said that “ we are fast 
approaching a financial crisis. 
We have in this county much 
overlapping and duplication of 
effort in our school districts. 
At a time when the securing 
of professional personnel is 
most difficult, we have a dupli­ 
cation of many school serv­ 
ices. Much of this could be 
alleviated by the overall plan­ 
ning and administering of the 
county schools as one 
dis­ 
trict unit.” 
The letter points out that the 
educational trend, the federal 
influence, 
and the state in­ 
fluence are all pointed in the 
direction of larger school units. 
A study by Missouri’s state 
department of education indi­ 
cates that the number of school 
districts in the state could be 
reduced to approximately 190. 
There are now a few less than 
1,000 . 
In general the superintendents’ 
letter to the county board con­ 
tained four major proposals: 
“ A vocational school to better 
meet the needs of our youth;

It took brawn in the old days

with the engineer, leaving noth­ 
ing to be done by the fireman, 
who has no fires to tend.

Arbitration Board last Novem­

WASHINGTON — The Presi­ 
dent gets irritated if there’s 
any publicity about it, but a 
highly secret debate has been 
taking place at the LBJ Ranch 
over a policy which could take 
us to the brink of World War 
rn. 
It’s a twofold debate, revolv­ 
ing around the following points: 
1. Peace overtures from the 
Viet 
Cong and whether the 
United States should listen to 
them. 
2. A recommendation by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that in­ 
stead of talking peace, we bomb 
Hanoi, its port, Haiphong, and 
the Soviet ships at anchor there. 
Regarding point No. 2, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff have been get­ 
ting impatient with the Presi­ 
dent for not acting weeks ago 
on their recommendation that 
we bomb Hanoi, and Haiphong 
where 
dozens of 
French, 
British, 
Soviet, 
Greek 
and 
Panamanian ships unload war 
supplies. 
The President knew, however, 
that to bomb Soviet ships could 
bring Russia into a war which 
she has carefully stayed out of; 
could even risk World War HI. 
The Joint Chiefs, however, 
have reminded Johnson that, if 
he had followed their advice, 
Russian anti - missile bases 
would not have been established 
and so many U.S. planes and 
pilots would not be lost today 
in raids over North Viet Nam. 
PEACE FEELER 
Regarding point No. I, peace 
overtures came three weeks ago 
when Nguyen Van Dong, the Viet 
Cong representative in Moscow, 
gave an interview in Finland 
stating that there was friction 
between Red China and North 
Viet Nam over peace, and that 
North Viet Nam did not insist 
that U.S. troops be withdrawn 
as a condition to holding peace 
talks. 
This was the most conciliatory 
statement ever to come from 
the national liberation front and, 
though parts of it later were 


denied, the Czech radio picked 
it up immediately. A Commu­ 
nist government radio station 
does not broadcast a statement 
like this unless it represents 
government policy, and this was 
what caused the debate at the 
LBJ Ranch. 
The question was: Should this 
peace overture be taken ser­ 
iously? Should the United States 
meet the other side halfway by 
slipping the bombing of North 
Viet Nam? 
The fact that one part of the 
Communist 
world 
definitely 
wanted peace was emphasized 
by the fact that the Yugoslav 
radio picked up the Viet Cong 
statement and commented that 
the “ ground is gradually being 
prepared for possible talks. The 
Vietnamese finally realize that 
the only way out is to negotiate.” 
Since Radio Prague had pre­ 
viously 
commented that the 
peace feeler was “ not unex­ 
pected,” it looked as if the 
European Communist world had 
prevailed upon the North Viet­ 
namese to overrule Commu­ 
nists 
Chinese advice 
and 
negotiate for peace. 
At this point the President 
got advice from two conflict­ 
ing 
schools. Moderates like 
U. N. Ambassador Arthur Gold­ 
berg and other civilian advisers 
recommended that he explore 
the peace feelers, perhaps stop 
the bombing of North Viet Nam 
until they could be explored. 
THE GENERALS SAY “ NO” 
But the President’s military 
advisers were adamant. They 
argued that LBJ’s tough policy 
is now winning, that to ne­ 
gotiate now would be a sign of 
weakness, that military opera­ 
tions must be intensified. Then, 
with more victories behind it, 
the United States could ne­ 
gotiate from definite strength. 
At about this time, the French 
foreign minister, Count Couve 
de Murville, came back from 
Moscow to inform the Ameri­ 
can embassy in Paris that the 
Russians were pressuring the

Because there is no escape 
from this simple, straightfor­ 
ward reasoning, everyone gives 
lip service to its conclusion. 
Every American who is respon­ 
sible, or wants to be considered 
responsible, agrees that na­ 
tional defense should take first 
place among all the functions 
of our federal government. 
Nevertheless, the fact is that 
right now national defense is 
taking second place in our fed­ 
eral government, in spite of the 
war in Viet Nam and the con­ 
tinuing nuclear menace from 
Soviet Russia and Red China. 
National defense spending is 
down while federal spending for 
domestic services is up. The 
gap between them is steadily 
narrowing and will soon cease 
to exist. 
Over the past ten years fed­ 
eral spending for defense and 
defense-related activities has 
risen 39 per cent; but during 
that 
same 
period, 
federal 
spending for domestic services 
rose 164 per cent. In 1955 we 
spent two and a half dollars on 
defense for every dollar spent 
on domestic services. In 1965 
we 
allotted four dollars to 
domestic services for every 
five to defense. Each year we 
spend less for defense and more 
for the big government at home. 
National defense belongs in first 
place, not second. Let’s put it 
there and keep it there. HLH

North Vietnamese into talking 
peace. They had told Ho Chi 
Minh that he could never de­ 
feat the United States, that the 
American government was in 
the war to win and he might 
as well negotiate. Ho Chi Minh 
was talking about going into 
the jungles to fight indefinitely, 
but some of the men around him 
were 
swayed by 
the Russian 
advice. 
Confirmation of the French 
foreign minister’s information 
came only last week when the 
Peking radio broadcast a 30,- 
000 word diatribe against the 
Russians, among other things 
for “ faithfully obeying the or­ 
ders of the U.S. imperialists 
and transmitting to the Demo­ 
cratic Republic of Viet Nam 
these 
preposterous demands 
which are aimed at forcing the 
Vietnamese people into uncon­ 
ditional surrender.” 
Obviously 
the Chinese had 
learned of the Russian peace 
pressure and were screaming 
mad about it. 
In view of this, the Joint Chief’s 
plan for bombing Hanoi, Hai­ 
phong and Russian ships would 
play into Chinese hands, undo 
the influence of the Russians. 
Long before this our Asiatic 
friends, 
especially the Japa­ 
nese, told us that our earlier 
military decision to bomb North 
Viet 
Nam was the 
most 
disastrous step we had ever 
taken in the Viet Nam war. 
It turned 75 per cent of the 
Japanese people 
against us, 
soured even more of the peo­ 
ple of India, Burma and other 
Asian neutrals. 
And it has not stopped the 
flow of troops and supplies 
south. More North Vietnamese 
troops are now in South Viet 
Nam than ever. 
The President, faced with this 
conflicting advice, has tenta­ 
tively decided to reject the 
peace overtures, prosecute the 
war, but not bomb Hanoi, Hai­ 
phong and Soviet ships. The 
debate, however, is continuing. 


Shakeup in Labor’s Hignc-oui- 
mand Will Bounce Aged, $50,- 
000 - a - Year 19th Century 
Leaders 
Washington, D. C.: — Trouble 
with the younger generation is 
its search for the obvious. If 
it were as sharp as it’s talked 
up to be, many more young 
men would get into a tight little 
profession 
called emeritus. 
Once you master it, you’ve got 
it made -- especially inside 
labor. 
Of course, first one has to 
get to be a national union chief, 
like Harry C. Bates, president 
emeritus of the working peo­ 
ple’s friend, the Bricklayers, 
Masons and Plasterers’ Inter­ 
national Union of America. Ifs 
IOO years old now and Mr. 
Bates apparently was president 
for most of its existence. 
But some old labor leaders 
never fade away. It isn't age, 
mind you. Some of the nation's 
labor 
leaders are in their 
seventies and could leave Bob 
Kennedy panting at the end of a 
50-mile walk. It's their clinging 
to the emeritus profession that 
irritates the young union men, 
because the imagery of the en­ 
tire movement is visibly shaky. 
Brother Bates has been the 
bricklayers’ president emeri­ 
tus for some years now and he 
is about to have his 83rd birth­ 
day. 
For this business of being 
honorary president his chief 
strain is carrying home his 
pay and expenses. He is a sort 
of one man anti-poverty war. 
His official salary is $35,000 
annually. He must be an active 
83. For he also gets $10,980 
a year in “ allowances” ; $6,322 
for “ expenses including reim­ 
bursed expenses,” and $2,400 
in “other disbursements.” 
A check with the government 
files reveals the “other dis­ 
bursements” are for “ rental 
value of apartment in building 
occupied by president emeri­ 
tus.” In other words, they pay 
the rent for his official Wash­ 
ington abode. 
There are other emeriti, but 
Mr. Bates comes to mind be­ 
cause he is one of the AFL- 
CIO* s national vice presidents, 
and therefore keeps a more 
vigorous, more representative 
union chief from the high com­ 
mand Executive Council. And 
despite 
pressure from the 
others on labor’s own joint 
chiefs of staff, the bricklayers* 
emeritus simply refuses to quit 
the Council. 
This is a serious problem for 
Mr. Labor -- AFL-CIO Pres­ 
ident George Meany. The broad- 
shouldered, gruff labor prexy, 
who chews up newsmen with­ 
out condiments, wants to give 
his high command a blood trans­ 


mit ion. 
Age is not Mr. Meany’s stan­ 
dard. He is a vigorous, globe­ 
trotting chap of 71. 
Some of his septuagenarian 
colleagues 
have confounded 
critics forty years their junior 
by launching successful politi­ 
cal and organizational cam­ 
paigns. Mr. Meany wants gently 
and without publicity to remove 
the emeriti and others whohave 
not really had a union base for 
years. 
And labor’s top chief wants 
them to go voluntarily before 
the movement's national con­ 
vention opens in San Francisco, 
Dec. 9. If Mr. Bates does not 
retire willingly from the Coun­ 
cil, he may start a revolt of 
the elders -- all of whom just 
love to go to the Council’s four 
or five sessions in New York, 
Chicago, Washington, andespe- 
cially Bal Harbor, Fla., all 
expenses paid. 
One acutally travels in a wheel 
chair. This may sound cruel to 
report, but it is what is giving 
the movement its shaky image. 
If the elders do revolt, the 
labor people will be in dif­ 
ficulties because then surgery 
will have to be done in public 
on the convention floor. And It 
will be done. 
Less clangorous will be the 
departure 
of “ young” Jim 
Carey, who lost his presidency 
of the International Union of 
Electrical Workers to an even 
younger man, the “ child pres­ 
ident” of the movement, Paul 
Jennings, only in his forties. 
Jim Carey, thirty years young­ 
er than Bates, made many ene­ 
mies in more than three decades 
of explosive attacks on labor 
leaders and industrialists and 
newsmen alike. 
But now he has made his peace 
with himself and the men he 
goaded in such bristling Anglo- 
Saxon terms. Carey now is re­ 
laxed. 
There have been many sorrows 
in his home life and now he 
has time to cope with them. No 
one wishes him 111. 
Last September he talked long 
with George Meany in New York. 
Mr. Labor assured him the 
movement would not fight any 
effort he made to get into gov­ 
ernment service, and he may 
soon be in the poverty program. 
He will step down from his 
AFL-CIO presidency. 
In his place, as well as in 
the Executive Council chairs of 
some nine others, will come new 
men, new ideas, new dynamism. 
The/ will hit the hustings and 
the headlines. 
They will get themselves a 
new national director of organi­ 
zation and go to town — any 
town where the e a r e non-union 
plants.

Duck C reek W ildlife Area was 
about to open for the first tim e 
for public waterfowl hunting. “ I 
didn’t know anything about re ­ 
tr ie v e r s ,” D r. E isenbach told 
m e, '‘but I 
was planning to 
hunt 
and 
just went out and 
bought an untrained young gold­ 
en re trie v e r. George Brakhage 
(then Duck C reek area m ana­ 
g e r) helped 
me 
train 
h e r.” 
Ja m e s 
Lamb 
F re e ’s 
lx>ok, 
T raining Your R etriev er, was 
the guide. 
On N ovem ber I, 19115, E isen­ 
bach 
was 
at Duck C reek and 
ready with the re trie v e r “ Ton­ 
y a” , he called her. But su r­ 
p risin g ly for opening day, lie 
had no luck. T here w ere 
no 
chances for re trie v e rs . 
A decade of duck hunting has 
p assed since that opening day, 
Tonya, age eleven, is about to 
re tire ; but in ten y ears, dog 
and ow ner have piled up quite 
a rec o rd . 
G eorge B rakhage, like other 
a re a m anagers, kept notes on 
individual hunter su c c e ss. D r. 
E isenbach takes his vacation 
during the 
duck season. His 
te n -y e a r 
reco rd 
at 
Duck 
C reek shows he has hunted there 
231 tim es and personally bagged 
471 ducks. (Swan Lake goose 
h u n ters couldn’t expect to dupli­ 
cate this in trip s or success be­ 
cause 
of special conditions 
th e re .) Since he comm only hunts 
with at least one companion and 
Tonya does the retrie v in g for 
all, we can safely say she has 
re trie v e d 
at least tw ice that 
many ducks at Duck C reek. H er 
m a ste r, by 
the 
reco rd , 
has 
averaged two ducks p e r hunt­ 
ing trip ! 
A verages 
can be m isleading. 
A ctually, 41 of these hunting 
trip s w ere unsuccessful. But 
th is only m eans the su ccess­ 
ful hunts w ere that much bet­ 
te r . 
T his y e a r’s lim it of one m al­ 
la rd and one pintail, two wood 


ducks 
o r canvasbacks, 
may 
make this reco rd sound unbe­ 
lievable. But the past decade 
has 
had fat y e a rs as well as 
lean ones for lx>th hunters and 
the duck population. H unters had 
c a refre e days in the late fif­ 
ties when they could take four 
m allards 
a n d 
the 
season 
stretch ed for 70 days. 
Then drought hit the duck nest­ 
ing a re a s, and the duck popula­ 
tion nosedived to today’s low 
point. This decline was sum med 
up by W alt C risse y , F ederal 
Biologist, before the W aterfowl 
A dvisory C om m ittee in Wash­ 
ington this y e a r. He rem inded 
the C om m ittee 
that 
in 1958, 
hunters 
killed 
and crippled 
m ore m allard s than w ere p re s­ 
ent in the total fall flight of 
1962. , .and 1965 is expected to 
be like 1962. 
Dr. E isenbach’s hunting rec­ 
ord and Tonya’s retrie v in g got a 
tx)ost 
in the good y e a rs, (In 
1958, the biggest y ear at Duck 
C reek, 
8,000 
hunters bagged 
12,000 ducks). But p a rt of his 
record was m ade, too, when the 
season w as 25 days and the lim it 
was 
two ducks. 
His record, 
y e a r-b y -y e a r, 
is still b etter 
than 
the 
average 
for 
Duck 
C reek hunters and m ore than 
twice as good as reco rd s for 
many o ther spots in the state. 
This reco rd was not made in 
a choice blind on a priv ate hunt­ 
ing club, but from blinds drawn 
at random on a public hunting 
a re a . Some blinds, at tim es, 
may be b e tte r than o th ers; but 
the reco rd s show 
D r. E isen­ 
bach has hunted from 67 of the 
70 blinds in use at Duck C reek. 
You might think that he has 
som e special 
know-how 
for 
su ccess. But m ost of this know­ 
how 
is 
just plain common 
sense; w ear dull clothing; keep 
down in the blind; let the ducks 
come in range before shooting; 
w hisper — 
no 
loud talking; 
keep th ree sh ells in 
the gun; 
when you 
have hunting p a rt­ 
ners, always have one watch­ 
ing; cam ouflage the boat with 
brush o r g ra s s; keep your gun 
down so it doesn’t glint in the 
sun; 
arran g e 
the decoys so 
ducks com ing in w ill swing with­ 


in 
range; and, of course, 
no 
alcohol to dull the sen ses and 
slow reflex es. 
He does 
put out m ore decoys 
than m ost hunters use— a hun­ 
dred o r m ore. 
Handling this 
num ber of decoys is no sm all 
chore in predaw n hours o r when 
th e re ’s ice form ing. 
But they 
a re w orth the effort. He adds a 
bobbing decoy tied on a strin g 
extending back to the blind. 
A pull on the strin g m akes the 
decoy dip and bounce to p ro ­ 
duce seductive rip p les. This is 
re a lly an effective enticem ent 
for feeding flocks on calm days. 
Along with other hunters these 
days, he has learned not to con­ 
cen trate on m allard s. R egula­ 
tions in recen t y ears have set 
se p a ra te lim its for wood duck, 
canvasback, redhead, m allard, 
pintail and teal, as well as m er­ 
g an sers and o th ers. The hunter 
who 
knows only the common 
m allard 
m isse s the sp o rt of 
bagging 
the 
oth er sp ecies, 


At Duck C reek, w here 
the 
flight is m ainly m allard s, Doc 
le ts the m allard s settle in and 
w atches for the pintails which 
may follow . He knows teal may 
buzz the decoys, allowing tim e 
for only one quick shot; and he 
uses the m allard call to work 
the sh o v elers in close. 


He has d eparted from the dog 
train in g manual to 
m eet Duck 
C reek 
conditions. 
“ In 
this 
sw am p, th e re ’s too much chance 
of losing 
crip p les 
in high 
vegetation and downed tim b e r,” 
he ex p lain s, “ I want my dog to 
be on the way as the duck fa lls.” 
So Tonya and h er L abrador un­ 
derstudy, Pumpkin, sit w here 
they can scan the sky, 
and 
both hit the w ater as a duck be­ 
gins to fall. This good dog work 
n ean s m ore ducks in the bag. 
ft is good conservation, 
too, 
with few w asted w aterfow l lost 
in the m a rsh . 


In the next 
decade, we hope 
here w ill be many m ore good 
lunts; 
that the new 
Lab re - 
rie v e r w ill have a reco rd equal 
o Tonya’s, and that many a fat 
luck w ill siz z le on the ro tis­ 
serie In Sikeston.

LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) — A 
scientist says the moon, gener­ 
ally believed to be a dry and 
barren chunk of rock, may have 
water and diamonds in its crust.

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ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS

Most people are reasonably 
well convinced of the obvious 
advantages of good schools. We 
think of such things as latter 
citizenships, higher incomes, 
a richer, fuller life and many 
other items that go to meas­ 
ure up success and the “ good 
life'*. The t7. S. Chamber of 
Commerce has done some re­ 
search indicating that not only 
is a good educational program 
“ good for business’* but that 
education and political activi­ 
ties go hand in hand. The more 
education 
a person 
has the 
greater is his interest in politi­ 
cal affairs and most of us would 
agree that this Is good for gov­ 
ernment as well as for all in­ 
dividuals concerned. For ex­ 
ample, 42% of the college ed­ 
ucated participated in discus­ 
sions or activities related to 
presidential campaigns while 
only 20% of the grade school 
educated did so. 
Free enterprise receives its 
greatest support from those 
with the highest levels of ed­ 
ucation and 56% of college grad­ 
uates strongly support the prin­ 
ciples of private enterprise and 
individual initiative while only 
28% of those with m l) (Ie- 
mentary schooling were in this 
category. The college educated 
believed more strongly in the 
principles of competition while 
those with a lesser education 
felt less strongly. 
Where school drop outs are 
higher, the percentage of young 
men rejected for mllitary serv­ 
ice is higher, as would be ex­ 
pected. The southern and south­ 
eastern sector of the U.S., with 
the lowest educational 
stan­ 
dards, has the highest rate of 
rejects for military service. 
Education and newspaper and 
magazine circulation are close­ 
ly related, as again can be as­ 
sumed. This has other impli­ 
cations also as it lim its the ef­ 
fectiveness 
of advertising and 
consequently lowers the de­ 
velopment of new markets for 
services and products in those 
areas where educational levels 
are poor. 
By just about every measure, 
the community, the state and the 
nation is improved as the edu­ 
cational level goes up. The 
statement “ good schools make 


good communities” can also be 
applied regionally and national­ 
ly as well. 


According to a number of edu­ 
cational researchers and so­ 
ciologists, an average individ­ 
ual! learns about 40% of all he 
will ever know during the first 
four years of his life. Accord­ 
ing to these same researchers 
the first three years of achilds 
schooling is as important 
as 
the next nine years, from the 
stand point of total acquisitions 
of attitudes, information and 
skills. This does not mean that 
continued schooling is not im­ 
portant, It is, 
of course, al­ 
though the student may not ac­ 
quire as much knowledge in 
each succeeding year of his 
education, he does learn cer­ 
tain essential things and ac­ 
quires attitudes that are based 
upon his previous knowledge or 
because of his mental, social or 
physical development, he could 
not have acquired at an earlier 
age. However, this reasearch 
does Indicate that we should 
make 
the most 
of a child’s 
younger 
years and perhaps 
start ais organized education 
as soon as it can possibly be 
done. 


Bob Miller, Harold Kiehneand 
Harold Vogel are devoting

the Elementary and Secondary'

Tile think­ 
ing at present, and this has 
been discussed with a consider­ 
able number of school people, 
board members and other in­ 
terested individuals, is that if 
the creation of a Junior College 
district Is feasible it should be 
set up to provide high quality 
vocational 
education 
of the 
trade-technical type. Current­ 
ly no program of this kind is 
available in our area. This kind 
of school would likely be o r­ 
ganized to conduct intensive 
training in a number of vo­ 
cational fields primarily of a 
trade-technical nature manage­ 
ment or pre - professional, 
with related academic courses 
to give the student a broader 
educational background asw ell 
as to give him better prepara­ 
tion for a vocation. The student 
would probably graduate in two 
years with a Technical Certifi­ 
cate. The quality of instruction 
would necessarily be of such 
nature 
as to be approved as 
college credit and the two year 
Technical Certificate would be 


equivalent to two years of col­ 
lege. 
The student would plan his pro­ 
gram with the idea of being pre- 
pa red for employment at the end 
of two year period or as a ba­ 
sis for continued study in col­ 
lege or an advanced level trade- 
technical school, Of course, if 
there seemed to be a demand 
it would be possible to organize 
a straight program of academic 
subjects of a general or liberal 
arts type with the aim that 
the student would continue his 
education in a Senior College. 
This would not seem as impor­ 
tant as the vocational program 
because of the nearness of our 
fine Southeast Missouri State 
College with its excellent aca­ 
demic program of liberal arts 
or pre-professional education. 
Perhaps also if a straight aca­ 
demic program were deemed 
essential it might bt1 organized 
through some arrangement with 
state college .is off campus in­ 
struction. 
W e believe it might be possi­ 
ble to set up a program of the 
type discussed alcove, which 
would be approved by the State 
Department of Education 
and 
would qualify for state aid. As 
federal funds are available for 
vocational education, this cou-

pled with state ald plus a mini­ 
mum fees 
from

would likely pay the cost with­ 
out a heavy tax burden on the 
citizens of the Junior College 
district, 
Tlu1 organization of this type of 
school would make it possible 
for 
many students to receive 
higher education who, because 
of limited funds, the fact that 
there is now no advanced voca­ 
tional training available in the 
area, or for other reasons, 
cannot now attend college. Tile 
benefit would be not only for the 
student but 
for the Southeast 
Missouri 
area 
as well. Edu­ 
cation of this type would bring 
economic benefits andprogress 
to the area along with the ob­ 
vious advantages to the individ­ 
ual student.

Viet Nam Students 
Know No Peace 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(A P) — Most of the college stu­ 
dents in Viet Nam have never 
known their country at peace. 
They have been instrumental 
in bringing down two govern­ 
m ents, and they are a factor 
any regime has to reckon with. 
Some are draft dodgers, and 
there often is the feeling that 
many come under the influence 
of subversive movements, but 
the constructive views of others 


cannot be dism issed. 
Thousands of restless students 
staged an antigovernment dem­ 
onstration last August in Hue. 
For four successive days, 
about 3,000 students held heated 
meetings. They denounced the 
chief 
of 
state, Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu, as an incompetent and 
called for a return to civilian 
rule. 
The 
demonstrations 
ended 
peacefully. 


In November 1963, students 
sided with Buddhists in the cri­ 
sis that led to the death of P res­ 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem. 
L ast February, they took to 
the streets again and helped 
topple 
Ma J. 
Gen. 
Nguyen 
Khanh. 
The 
students charged that 
Diem and Khanh were corrupt 
and that their governments did 
not represent the people. The 
students 
were criticized by 
many a s being a disruptive in­ 
fluence whose actions had set 
back the war against the Viet 
Cong. 
To this day, however, many of 
the nation's 20,000 college stu­ 
dents feel they were Justified in 
ridding the nation of Diem and 


Khanh. 
"In South Viet Nam,” said 
one student, "we are involved in 
a very complicated war. It is 
not only a military war but also 
a cultural, social and economic 
w ar. We have to go to other 
frontiers — those of poverty, 
ignorance and disease. And it is 
with this prospect that Vietnam- 
ese youth have to struggle to 
find a meaning for their liv e s.” 
Yet the feeling p ersists among 
many 
that the students are 
more concerned with their own 
security than with the welfare 
of their country. 


L ast summer, however, more 
than 
8,000 youth and student 
volunteers went out into the 


country and built new roads, 
houses, schools, dug wells and 
built health centers in 300 ham­ 
lets. In another social service 
program endorsed by Prem ier 
Nguyen Cao Ky, they are help­ 
ing the government develop one 
of Saigon's poorest slum dis­ 
tricts. 
While many students remain 
apathetic toward Ky — they feel 
the youthful flier is the wrong 
man for the job — they appear 
more interested in channeling 
their 
energies 
toward 
im­ 
proving rather than ousting the 
government. 
Most students probably would 
support viewSv'Of the chairman 
of the General Association of

"We are intensely anti-Com- 
munist but also intensely na­ 
tionalistic,” says this

"We sup­ 
port the UJ5, military effort 
in our country, but we would 
prefer 
a civilian government 
and 
we are looking forward to 
the day when the war ends and 
your troops go home.” 
When the wave of noisy stu­ 
dent 
demonstrations 
against 
UK. involvement in Viet Nam 
broke out In the United States, 
the organization mildly repri­ 
manded UJS. students In an 
open letter that said: 
"V ast Am erica, in which you 
live, and little Viet Nam In 
which we still struggle to win 
the right to live free, are al­ 
ready soaked with the blood of 
our ancestors. It seem s, how­ 
ever, that those who live in hap­ 
piness now and enjoy unbound­ 
ed freedom do not realize what 
it takes to maintain freedom. 
Freedom can be obtained only 
through hard fighting.” 
Some of the young people fa­ 
vor a more vigorous military 
offensive against the Commu­ 
nists. They have called for a 
stepup in bombings in North 
Viet Nam. A few who have had 
relatives killed by the Viet Cong 
would like to see the Allied 
forces launch a ground attack 
against North Viet Nam. 


These are the students most 
likely to dism iss antiwar dem­ 
onstrators in the United States 
is draft-dodgers, cowards, per­ 
sons 
under 
Communist 
In­ 
fluence, or young persons who 
ire misinformed. 
A relatively small number of 
students have called for a neu­ 
tralized settlement of the war 
and have urged a coalition gov­ 
ernment with the Communists. 
The m ajority of these attend Hie 
state-operated 
university 
In 
Hue, a traditional hotbed of agi­ 
tation. 


While 
students 
accept the 
presence of UJS. forces as nec­ 
essary , they are sharply criti­ 
cal of many aspects of the UK. 
military buildup. 
For example, student papers 
have complained about the rela­ 
tions of U JL troops with Viet­ 
namese women and the lack of 
a 
status-of-forces agreement 
between South Viet Nam and 
the United States. 
On the theory that the stu­ 
dents need an outlet to "sound 
off,” the nation's leaders have 
given them more freedom of 
expression than they probably 
have ever enjoyed. On the other 
hand, Ky has charged that Intel­ 
lectuals spend too much time 
talking about political abstrac­ 
tions. 


There is some evidence that 
the Viet Cong have attempted to 
infiltrate student rings In Hue 
but apparently with little suc­ 
c e ss. 
Students insist that their m ili­ 
tary record is comparable to 
any other nation where univer­ 
sal m ilitary training is in effect. 
One UJS. observer who has 
worked closely with Vietnamese 
students feels the m ass of them 
have been wrongly accused of 
being troublemakers because of 
the irresponsible actions of a 
few. 


"The great majority of uni­ 
versity students do not care 
about politics,” he says. "Many 
who do are politically ambitious 
Themselves, but the bulk of 
them are motivated by a sense 
of national service and humani­ 
tarian ism .'' 


Problems in 
Aluminum 
Armistice

NEW YORK -- The arm i­ 
stice In the aluminum war still 
le a’ is a parcel of problems 
hanging fire in the 
govern­ 
ment’ s stockpiling of m aterials 
for defense. 
Even the tentative agreement 
between the Johnson adm inis­ 
tration and the aluminum pro­ 
ducers on disposing of su r­ 
plus metal in government sto r­ 
age will be subject to congres­ 
sional approval. It might also 
be upset by future burns In the 
course of the economy and the 
cold war. 


The stockpile of some IOO 
strategic m aterials has caused 
battles between Industry 
and 
government before, and doubt­ 
le ss will again. 
In 
1962, 
President John F. 
Kennedy charged that excessive 
quantities 
had been bought. 
Disputes broke out over how to 
dispose of surpluses without 
either disrupting current Indus­ 
trial activity or giving some 
unearned windfalls to individ­ 
ual companies or industries. 
The -aluminum war centered 
on the threatened use of the 
government stockpile to scuttle 
a price rise 
announced e ar­ 
ly this month by the big pro­ 
ducers. The increase was re ­ 
scinded and negotiations re ­ 
sumed on how to cut the gov­ 
ernment’ s 1.9 million tons back 
to the 450,000 tons or so that 
it now thinks would be all It 
needs for a non-nuclear war. 
The aluminum stockpile cost 
the government about $900 m il­ 
lion. 
If it sold the 1.4 million 
tons it considers surplus, at to­ 
day's price of 24 1/2 cents a 
pound, it could get around $700 
million back.

price. And the producers will 
squirm lf they are held to buy­

want when struggling to sell 
their own output.

Johnson Willing 
To Play Rough

WASHINGTON (A P ) — Same 
technique, but taster this time. 
And 
President 
Johnson has 
made his point: He means busi­ 
ness with business. He wants 
prices steady. If he has to play 
rough to keep them that way, he 
w ill. 
He did this last week with the 
aluminum industry and now this 
week with the copper industry. 
In both cases he never said a 
word. He didn't have to. His 
technique was sim ple. 
He stayed in the background 
and let his top aides do the talk­ 
ing and the rough stuff. But 
business could hever have any 
doubt 
who 
was 
pulling 
the 
strings. 
Although he had previously 
made clear he wants business to 
avoid price increases to prevent 
inflation, the aluminum industry 
ignored him and raised prices. 
He must have hoped the in­ 
dustry would 
reconsider be­ 
cause for several days his aides 
hemmed and hawed and stum­ 
bled around with vague hints of 
what they might do while never 
saying it had any connection 
with the price boost. 
Then the ax fell. The govern­ 
ment has so much aluminum in 
its stockpile that it considered 
1.4 million tons a surplus it 
wanted to get rid of. 
Then on Nov. 6, Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara, secretary of defense, 
announced 
the 
government 
would get rid of 200,000 tons of 
its aluminum. 
With 
that 
much 
aluminum 
turned 
loose, 
the 
industry's 
sales would suffer and it would 
have to cut p rices. Still dead­ 
pan, naming no names and call­ 
ing none, M cNam ara said the 
extra supplies on the market 
should 
“ relieve 
price pres­ 
sures.*' The industry got the 
message and cut prices. 
Meanwhile, the copper indus­ 
try, as if it had never heard 
what happened to the aluminum 
industry, raised its prices. It 
did this shortly 
before John- 
-son's showdown with alum inum ,. 
but it kept them there. 
Then Wednesday night McNa­ 
mara came back into the pie­ 
r r e suddenly by calling a news 
conference 
to 
make an an- 
louncement. Unlike the govern­ 
ment's performance with alumi­ 
num, there had been no hint of 
what was to come. 
But McNamara disclosed the 
government, 
which also has 
more copper than 
it 
needs, 
would release 200,000 tons of it 
and would take other steps to 
put a brake on rising copper 
prices. 
^ 
^ ............ 
McNamara said Johnson con-" 
curred in his actions, although it 
was hardly necessary to say so. 
Johnson had been criticized 
after his victory over the alumi­ 
num industry. His adm inistra­ 
tion, which had mumbled for 
days before forcing the show­ 
down, had been accused of fum­ 
bling and indecision and other 
things. 
This kind of criticism seemed 
ridiculous 
for 
it was clear 


enough, when the adm inistra­ 
tion finally decided to turn loose 
200,000 tons of aluminum, what 
had been behind the delay and 
the huffing and puffing. 
Anyone 
who 
has 
watched 
Johnson — a master politician 
who avoids name-calling, head­ 
on clashes if they can be avoid­ 
ed, and unpleasant showdowns 
unless as a last resort — could 
have figured his tactics with 
aluminum. 
If the industry took the veiled 
hints his aides were throwing 
out — before the McNamara 
announcement about the 200,000 
tons of aluminum — maybe it 
would drop its price increase. 
But 
the 
industry 
wouldn't 
yield until forced to. With that 
lesson in mind, the adm inistra­ 
tion didn't go through the same 
routine with the copper indus­ 
try. 
It just did the same thing to 
copper that it did to aluminum, 
without public warning. 
A ll this should provide a good 
insight 
— 
particularly 
for 
Am erican business— into John­ 
son: That he's highly flexible, 
that he's determined, and tliat 
he w ill stick to what he wants 
with a minimum of shouting. 
Now it's up to the copper in­ 
dustry to back down, as alum i­ 
num did, or try its luck by defy­ 
ing Johnson. Since he is a very 
resourceful man, this might not 
in the end be good business.

Publicity was proposed for 
second and subsequent offenses 
by juveniles 12 years of age and 
over who are convicted of se­ 
rious crimes or felonies. 
The Grange voiced sharp c riti­ 
cism of student rioting. 
It urged that students found 
guilty of rioting and un-Ameri­ 
can activities at tax-supported 
institutions be dismissed and 
denied further consideration at 
that or any other state tax- 
supported institution. 
The grange urged better im ­ 
plementation

programs and called for greater 
effort to acquaint the public with 
the vast field of opportunity in 
agri-business.

New Madrid County School 


Reorganization Letter Text 


NEW MADRID — Here Is the 
text of a letter from New Mad­ 
rid County's school superinten­ 
dents urging the county's eight 
school districts be reorganized 
into one: 
M r. Lyle Bird, President 
New Madrid Co. Board of 
Education 
Dear Sir: 
The Superintendents of Schools 
of New Madrid County, after 
several months of deliberation 
and discussion, feel that there 
a re m atters affecting the fu­ 
tu re education position of this 
county that should be placed 
before you and your considera­ 
tion. We would like to recom ­ 
mend to this County Board of 
Education that they submit a 
Reorganization Proposal to the 
State Board of Education for 
approval so that it might go 
before the voters of this county. 
We believe that this proposal 
should reorganize the several 
school d istricts of this county 
Into a single unit. We believe 
this to be desirable for the fol­ 
lowing 
reasons 
and circum ­ 
stances: 
Our basic prim ary considera­ 
tion in this m atter, of course, 
Is to provide for the youth of 
this county the best educational 
program possible 
within the 
framework of this county's re ­ 
sources and capabilities. We 
do not feel that we are doing 
this with our p resen t organi­ 
zation. 
We do a real good job, we 
believe, in preparing our stu­ 
dents for attending college. Stu­ 
dents who do well in our local 
high schools can go to college 
and do alright. The other stu­ 
dents, 
which a re in a large 
m ajority, are not getting what 
they should from our school 
program s. They get some basic 
education, but do not come out 
of high school with any m ar­ 
ketable skills so that they can 
go to work. Many of these youth 
do not get these necessary skills 
on their own initiative and, con­ 
sequently, in a few years they 
end up on the w elfare rolls. 
To help rem edy this m atter, 
we recommend the establish­ 
ment of a vocational school 
to teach many basic skills so 
that students may come out of 
high school with enough skills 
to go right to work. Some of 
the courses that a re p articular­ 
ly adapted to o ur Teglon are 
farm 
m achinery 
mechanics, 
farm 
m achinery 
operation, 
farm chem icals, land leveling 
and irrigation. T h ere are many 
other courses that would have 
a place in a trad e school pro­ 


gram . 
We do not feel that any one 
school 
district in the county 
could provide this trade school 
program , but collectively and 
with the federal 
ald that Is 
available for this kind of pro­ 
gram , it could l)e done on a 
worthwhile basis. We have d is­ 
cussed this 
m atter with the 
State C om m issioner's Office in 
Jefferson City and find that 
when a Trade School Program 
is approved by the State Board 
of Education, federal funds are 
available for fifty percent of 
the cost of construction, fifty 
percent of the cost of equip­ 
ment and fifty percent of the 
cost on in stru cto r's salaries. 
The A ssistant Commissioner 
assured us that there is no re a ­ 
son why a properly developed 
Trade School Program could 
not be approved for this county. 
The M issouri State D epart­ 
ment of Education and the State 
Board of Education has for 
several years promoted and en­ 
couraged 
reorganization 
of 
school 
d istricts 
into larger 
units. 
State 
Com missioner 
Hubert W heeler stated recent­ 
ly that the State Department of 
Education has just completed 
a survey of the school districts 
of M issouri. According to their 
thinking, the number of school 
d istric ts could be reduced to 
approxim ately 190. There are 
now a few le ss than 1,000. 
The 
M issouri 
General As­ 
sem bly 
has 
accepted this 
point of view, as evidenced by 
th eir passage of the Reorgani­ 
zation Law and the appropria­ 
tion of money for building aid 
to reorganized districts. 
The need for reorganization 
from the economic standpoint 
Is 
becoming pressing. 
The 
sm all school districts are find­ 
ing it m ost difficult to finance 
th eir present program s. W eare 
fast 
approaching a 
financial 
c risis. We have in this county 
much overlapping and duplica­ 
tion of effort in our school 
d istric ts. At a tim e when the 
securing of professional p er­ 
sonnel 
is 
most difficult, we 
have a duplication of teacher 
effort, duplication of courses, 
duplication of many school s e r­ 
vices. Much of this could be 
alleviated by the overall plan­ 
ning and adm inistering of the 
county schools as one district 
unit. 
T here are several 
Federal 
P rogram s affecting schools that 
will continue to be of greater 
and g reater importance. The 
m ajor one of these is the E le­ 
m entary and Secondary Educa­ 


tion Act (Public Law 89-10), 
New Madrid County's entitle­ 
ment under this act for 1965- 
66 is estim ated to be $1,109,- 
585.51. This money cannot be 
utilized to support our p re s­ 
ent program , but can be used to 
broaden, enrich and supple­ 
ment the program that is now 
serving the children of the coun­ 
ty. In view of the restrictions 
in this act, It will be difficult 
to fully utilize this entitlem ent 
in the county's present arran g e­ 
ment of several sm all d istricts. 
The 
educational trend, the 
Federal Influence and the State 
Influence are all pointed in the 
direction of larger school units. 
As a m atter of fact, we are 
several years overdue on this 
program . 
In sum m arizing, we believe the 
following four factors are of 
real significance: 
1. A Vocational School to better 
meet the needs of our youth. 
2. Elimination of duplication of 
effort and .services to help in 
financing 
a worthwhile pro­ 
gram . 
3. Better Utilization of federal 
program s and financial sup;x>rt. 
4. Moving our county program 
in line with the modern trends 
in educational thinking. 
We realize that the inform a­ 
tion in this letter is general in 
nature and somewhat sketchy. 
We will l>e glad to meet with 
your group for discussion or 
to give you additional inform a­ 
tion.

Debate How 
To Handle 
Complaints 


ST . LO UIS (A P ) — The 71st 
conference of the National Mu* 
nicipal League ended Wednes­ 
day in debate over the best 
way to handle complaints In­ 
cluding those of police brutality, 
to police departments. 
St. Louis Police Chief Curtis 
Brostron and W illiam Brown, 
form er inspector of the New 
York City Police Department, 
agreed that a civilian review 
board is not the answer. 
Brostron said 
the review 
boards only hamper police work 
and ultimately harm the people 
they are meant to protect. He 
said none of the 106 charges of 
police brutality in St. Louis 
during a period of one year 
could be substantiated. 
He indicated that the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners 
appointed by the governor can 
handle the job, but suggested a 
better understanding is needed 
between police and citizens. 
Brown, now a professor in the 
Department of Public A ffeirsat 
the 
University of New York, 
said review boards only repre­ 
sent opposing sides of a dispute 
and never attack the problem 
from 
which the controversy 
arose. 
However, he suggested adop­ 
tion of a variation of the Scan­ 
dinavian ombudsman, a high­ 
ranking figure of great prestige 
and influence who would hear 
and review complaints in all 
areas. Appointed by the mayor, 
he could Institute court actions 
and make recommendations for 
adm inistrative changes.

Wallace, 77, died today in Dan­ 
bury Hospital. 
A hospital spokesman said he 
died late this morning. He had 
been ill several months. 
The cause of death was said 
to be arterial sclerosis. 
Mrs. Wallace was with him 
when the former vice president 
died. 
Wallace was taken to the hos­ 
pital in Danbury this morning 
from his home in South Salem, 
N.Y. 
Wallace had been hospitalized 
earlier at the National Institute 
of Health in Washington. He 
was released Oct. 28 and here- 
turned to South Salem. 
The tall, gray-haired Iowa na­ 
tive served as vice president 
from 1941-1945 during the third 
term of President Franklin Del­ 
ano Roosevelt. 
Southern Democrats and big 
city forces blocked his renomi­ 
nation to the post, however, and 
Harry S. Truman got the bid. 
When Truman became presi­ 
dent, he ousted Wallace from a 
cabinet post as secretary of 
commerce following a row over 
foreign policy. 
Wallace, 
born a Republican, 
became Democrat when he en­ 
tered his public career in 1933 
and eventually developed as a 
leading 
proponent of Roose­ 


velt's New Deal policies. 
His international views, how­ 
ever, prompted considerable 
controversy. 
In 1948 Wallace ran for presi­ 
dent under the newly forced 
formed Progressive 
Party, 
campaigning for friendlier rela­ 
tions with Russia. Wallace ac­ 
cepted the Communist party's 
support, but as criticism 
de­ 
veloped during the campaign, he 
declared, "I am not a Commu­ 
nist or Socialist or Marxist of 
any description." 
After his unsuccessful presi­ 
dential 
campaign, 
Wallace 
dropped from public view to be­ 
come a gentleman farmer on 
his 115-acre farm at South Sa­ 
lem, N. Y. 
Wallace also served as secre­ 
tary of agriculture under Roose­ 
velt and promulgated a contro­ 
versial plan to cut surpluses by 
reducing crop acreage 
and 
killing young pigs.

"We thought all along the 
shots were blanks," said Paul 
Haney, voice of the U. S. astro­ 
nauts, . "until somebody pulled 
back the rug and we counted 
eight big holes in the metal 


floor.

Edward C. Haake ofSeabrook, 
Tex., who actually got the Jump 
on the youth from Brownsville, 
Tex., by distracting him with a 
handful of gold coins.

U.S. Aims Punch At Copper Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal government plans to 
release at least 200,000 tons of 
copper from its stockpile. It 
says the aim is to nip the climb 
in copper prices and ease a 
world shortage of the metal. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara announced the 
decision Wednesday night, say­ 
ing the world copper situation 
threatens a disruption which 
could lead to strong inflationary 
developments. 
The announcement came one 
week after similar government 
proposals had forced a price- 
rise rollback in the aluminum 
industry. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from major copper com­ 
panies as to whether they would 


follow the aluminum pattern 
and cut back prices. 
Most UJ>. copper producers 
Increased their prices 2 cents a 
pound — from 36 cents to 38 
cents — during the early stages 
of the aluminum controversy. 
Only Kennecott Copper Corp. 
held firm at the lower level. The 
defense chief said speculative 
market prices in London and 
New York have been running 
between 67 and 70 cents a 
pound. 
McNamara said the release 
plus three other actions affect­ 
ing the metal had been dis­ 
cussed with leading UJS.copper 
companies. 
He declined to reveal which 
companies but said: "I think 
they will fully support this ac­ 


tion." 
The other government deci­ 
sions: 
1. To control exports of copper 
and copper scrap "for an indef­ 
inite period to conserve domes­ 
tic supply." 
2. To ask Congress to suspend 
the 1.7-cent-a-pound import duty 
on copper, a protection McNa­ 
mara said domestic producers 
don't need. TTie Western world 
used 5.3 million tons of refined 
copper last year but produced 
4.4 million tons. 
3. To ask the New York Com­ 
modity Exchange to curb exces­ 
sive speculation in copper trad­ 
ing by raising margin require­ 
ments for copper. He said the 
current margin is about 10 per 
cent, compared to an approxi­ 


mate 70 per cent on the New 
York Exchange. 
McNamara said the govern­ 
ment copper would be sold at 
between 36 and 38 cents a 
pound, as much as.34 cents be­ 
low prices current on the specu­ 
lative markets in London and 
New York. 
The 
government's 
copper 
stockpile now totals 
810,000 
tons, only 35,000 tons above the 
amount considered necessary 
as a reserve in case of war. 
McNamara said the govern­ 
ment uses about 250,000 tons of 
copper a year and that defense 
requirements will go up 100 per 
cent next year over this. He did 
not specify how much of the 
government’s use 
is 
for de­ 
fense. 


NEW MADRID -- New Madrid 
county 
superintendents 
of 
schools 
have requested the 
county's eight school districts 
be reorganized into one unit. 
This 
recommendation was 
made in a letter to the county 
board after several months de­ 
liberation. The superintendents 
recommended that a reorgani­ 
zation proposal be submitted 
to the state board of education 
for approval so that it can be 
put before the voters. 
According to the superinten­ 
dents, one of the most press­ 
ing needs in the county is the 
establishment of a vocational 
school to teach many basic 
skills so that students can leave 
high school with enough train­ 
ing to go to work immediately. 
They feel that the schools 
do a good job of preparing stu­ 
dents for college but other stu­ 
dents, who are in the majority, 
are not getting what they need 
from the school's programs. 
R is the opinion of the ad­ 
ministrators that no one school 
district in the county could pro­ 
vide a vocational or trade school 
profTam. 
However, 
collectively, 
with 
federal aid that is available, 
it could be done. 
According to the state com­ 
missioner of education In Jef­ 
ferson 
City, when a trade 
school program is approved by 
the state board of education, 
federal funds are available for 
50 percent of the cost of con­ 
struction, equipment, and in­ 
structor's salaries. 
As an argument for reorgan­ 
ization of the county into a 
single unit, the superintendents 
al so cited an economic squeeze, 
'rhey said that "we are fast 
approaching a financial crisis. 
We have in this county much 
overlapping and duplication of 
effort in our school districts. 
At a time when the securing 
of professional personnel is 
most difficult, we have a dupli­ 
cation of many school serv­ 
ices. Much of this could be 
alleviated by the overall plan­ 
ning and administering of the 
county schools as one 
dis­ 
trict unit." 
The letter points out that the 
educational trend, the federal 
influence, 
and the state In­ 
fluence are all pointed in the 
direction of larger school units. 
A study by Missouri's state 
department of education indi­ 
cates that the number of school 
districts in the state could be 
reduced to approximately 190. 
There are now a few less than 
1,000. 
In general the superintendents* 
letter to the county board con­ 
tained four major proposals: 
"A vocational school to better 
meet the needs of our youth; 
"elimination of duplication of 
effort and services to help in 
financing 
a worthwhile pro­ 
gram; 
"Better utilization of federal 
programs and financial sup­ 
port; 
"Moving our county program 
in line with the modern trends 
in educational thinking."

(AP) — The 47-47 split in the 
General Assembly on seating 
Red China plus waning support 
for UiJ. demands that a two- 
thirds vote decide the issue, 
aroused speculation today that 
Peking cannot be barred much 
longer. 
Supporters of the U .S . cam­ 
paign to keep Red China out of 
the 
United Nations admitted 


privately that they may have 
scored their last annual victory. 
Many diplomats believed the 
fact that the 117<iation assem­ 
bly approved the call for a two- 
thirds majority by a margin of 
only 7 votes was more signifi­ 
cant than the dramatic split 
over admitting Peking. 
The procedural maneuver was 
approved 56-47 with 11 absten­ 
tions, a majority of 20 less than 


the last vote on the same ques­ 
tion four years ago. 
TTie consensus was that if 
Peking's supporters break the 
majority barrier next year, they 
can rally enough support to ad­ 
mit Red China on a straight 
vote. 
Diplomats noted that if In­ 
donesia had not quit the United 
Nations last March, Peking may 
have had the single vote needed 


to score a simple majority. 
It was believed that Red Chi­ 
na's backers could pick up a 
number of votes if they did not 
insist on coupling their call for 
admission of Pelting with de­ 
mands to oust Nationalist Chi­ 
na. 
Ceylon tried before Wednes­ 
day's vote to delete the ouster 
demand, but the sponsors re­ 
fused.

The Joint Chiefs, however, 
have reminded Johnson that, If 
he had followed their advice, 
Russian anti - missile bases 
would not have been established 
and so many U.S. planes and 
pilots would not be lost today 
in raids over North Viet Nam. 
PEACE FEELER 
Regarding point No. 1, peace 
overtures came three weeks ago 
when Nguyen Van Dong, the Viet 
Cong representative In Moscow, 
gave an Interview In Finland 
stating that there was friction 
between Red China and North 
Viet Nam over peace, and that 
North Viet Nam did not Insist 
that U.S. troops be withdrawn 
as a condition to holding peace 
talks. 
This was the most conciliatory 
statement ever to come from 
the national liberation front and, 
though parts of lt later were 


denied, the Czech radio pickea 
lt up immediately. A Commu­ 
nist government radio station 
does not broadcast a statement 
like this unless it represents 
government policy, and this was 
what caused the debate at the 
LBJ Ranch. 
The question was: Should this 
peace overture be taken ser­ 
iously? Should the United States 
meet the other side halfway by 
stipping the bombing of North 
Viet Nam? 
The fact that one part of the 
Communist 
world 
definitely 
wanted peace was emphasized 
by the fact that the Yugoslav 
radio picked up the Viet Cong 
statement and commented that 
the “ ground Is gradually being 
prepared for possible talks. The 
Vietnamese finally realize that 
the only way out Is to negotiate." 
Since Radio Prague had pre­ 
viously 
commented that the 
peace feeler was “ not unex­ 
pected," lt looked as If the 
European Communist world had 
prevailed upon the North Viet­ 
namese to overrule Commu­ 
nists 
Chinese advice 
and 
negotiate for peace. 
At this point the President 
got advice from two conflict­ 
ing 
schools. Moderates like 
U. N. Ambassador Arthur Gold­ 
berg and other civilian advisers 
recommended that he explore 
the peace feelers, perhaps stop 
the bombing of North Viet Nam 
until they could be explored. 
THE GENERALS SAY “ NO" 
But the President's military 
advisers were adamant. They 
argued that LBJ's tough policy 
is now winning, that to ne­ 
gotiate now would be a sign of 
weakness, that military opera­ 
tions must be intensified. Then, 
with more victories behind lt, 
the United States could ne­ 
gotiate from definite strength. 
At about this time, the French 
foreign minister, Count Couve 
de Murvllle, came back from 
Moscow to inform the Ameri­ 
can embassy in Paris that the 
Russians were pressuring the

North Vietnamese into talking 
peace. They had told Ho Chi 
Mlnh that he could never de­ 
feat the United States, that the 
American government was In 
the war to win and he might 
as well negotiate. Ho Chi Mlnh 
was talking about going into 
the jungles to fight Indefinitely, 
but some of the men around him 
were 
swayed by the Russian 
advice. 
Confirmation of the French 
foreign minister’s Information 
came only last week when the 
Peking radio broadcast a 30,- 
000 word diatribe against the 
Russians, among other things 
for “ faithfully obeying the or­ 
ders of the U.S. imperialists 
and transmitting to the Demo­ 
cratic Republic of Viet Nam 
these 
preposterous demands 
which are aimed at forcing the 
Vietnamese people into uncon­ 
ditional surrender." 
Obviously 
the Chinese 
had 
learned of the Russian peace 
pressure and were screaming 
mad about lt. 
In view of this, the Joint Chiefs 
plan for bombing Hanoi, Hai­ 
phong and Russian ships would 
play into Chinese hands, undo 
the Influence of the Russians. 
Long before this our Asiatic 
friends, 
especially the Japa­ 
nese, told us that our earlier 
military decision to bomb North 
Viet 
Nam was the 
most 
disastrous step we had ever 
taken In the Viet Nam war. 
It turned 75 per cent of the 
Japanese people 
against us, 
soured even more of the peo­ 
ple of India, Burma and other 
Asian neutrals. 
And it has not stopped the 
flow of troops and supplies 
south. More North Vietnamese 
troops are now In South Viet 
Nam than ever. 
The President, faced with this 
conflicting advice, has tenta­ 
tively decided to reject the 
peace overtures, prosecute the 
war, but not bomb Hanoi, Hai­ 
phong and Soviet ships. The 
debate, however, is continuing.

DEFENSE TAKES 
SECOND PLACE 
The primary 
care of every 
sensible man must be his health, 
because obviously, If he does not 
go on living, nothing else will 
matter for him. For the same 
reason, the primary care of 
any nation and particularly of 
its government must be na­ 
tional defense, because if the 
country Is conquered and en­ 
slaved by a foreign aggressor, 
nothing else will matter for it. 
Because there Is no escape 
from this simple, straightfor­ 
ward reasoning, everyone gives 
lip service to its conclusion. 
Every American who is respon­ 
sible, or wants to be considered 
responsible, agrees that na­ 
tional defense should take first 
place among all the functions 
of our federal government. 
Nevertheless, the fact is that 
right now national defense is 
taking second place in our fed­ 
eral government, In spite of the 
war in Viet Nam and the con­ 
tinuing nuclear menace from 
Soviet Russia and Red China. 
National defense spending is 
down while federal spending for 
domestic services is up. The 
gap between them Is steadily 
narrowing and will soon cease 
to exist. 
Over the past ten years fed­ 
eral spending for defense and 
defense-related activities has 
risen 39 per cent; but during 
that 
same 
period, 
federal 
spending for domestic services 
rose 164 per cent. In 1955 we 
spent two and a half dollars on 
defense for every dollar spent 
on domestic services. In 1965 
we 
allotted four dollars to 
domestic services for every 
five to defense. Each year we 
spend less for defense and more 
for the big government at home. 
National defense belongs in first 
place, not second. Let's put lt 
there and keep it there.

Shakeup in Labor's Hignc,oui- 
mand Will Bounce Aged, $50,- 
000 - a - Year 19th Century 
Leaders 
Washington, D. C.: — Trouble 
with the younger generation is 
its search for the obvious. If 
lt were as sharp as it's talked 
up to be, many more young 
men would get into a tight little 
profession 
called emeritus. 
Once you master it, you've got 
lt made — especially inside 
labor. 
Of course, first one has to 
get to be a national union chief, 
like Harry C. Bates, president 
emeritus of the working peo­ 
ple's friend, the Bricklayers, 
Masons and Plasterers’ Inter­ 
national Union of America. It's 
100 years old now and Mr. 
Bates apparently was president 
for most of its existence. 
But some old labor leaders 
never fade away. It isn't age, 
mind you. Some of the nation's 
labor 
leaders are In their 
seventies and could leave Bob 
Kennedy panting at the end of a 
50-mlle walk. It's their clinging 
to the emeritus profession that 
irritates the young union men, 
because the Imagery of the en­ 
tire movement is visibly shaky. 
Brother Bates has been the 
bricklayers' president emeri­ 
tus for some years now and he 
is about to have his 83rd birth­ 
day. 
For this business of being 
honorary president his chief 
strain Is carrying home his 
pay and expenses. He Is a sort 
of one man anti-poverty war. 
His official salary Is $35,000 
annually. He must be an active 
83. For he also gets $10,980 
a year in “ allowances"; $6,322 
for “expenses including reim­ 
bursed expenses," and $2,400 
in “other disbursements." 
A check with the government 
flies reveals the “other dis­ 
bursements" are for “ rental 
value of apartment In building 
occupied by president emeri­ 
tus." In other words, they pay 
the rent for his official Wash­ 
ington abode. 
There are other emeriti, but 
Mr. Bates comes to mind be­ 
cause he Is one of the AFL- 
CIO's national vice presidents, 
and therefore keeps a more 
vigorous, more representative 
union chief from the high com­ 
mand Executive Council. And 
despite 
pressure from the 
others on labor's own joint 
chiefs of staff, the bricklayers’ 
emeritus simply refuses to quit 
the Council. 
This Is a serious problem for 
Mr. Labor — AFL-CIO Pres­ 
ident George Meany. The broad- 
shouldered, gruff labor prexy, 
who chews up newsmen with­ 
out condiments, wants to give 
his high command a blood trans- 


iusion. 
Age Is not Mr. Meany's stan­ 
dard. He Is a vigorous, globe­ 
trotting chap of 71. 
Some of his septuagenarian 
colleagues 
have confounded 
critics forty years their junior 
by launching successful politi­ 
cal and organizational cam­ 
paigns. Mr. Meany wants gently 
and without publicity to remove 
the emeriti and others whohave 
not really had a union base for 
years. 
And labor's top 
chief wants 
them to go voluntarily before 
the movement's national con­ 
vention opens In San Francisco, 
Dec. 9. If Mr. Bates does not 
retire willingly from the Coun­ 
cil, he may start a revolt of 
the elders -- all of whom just 
love to go to the Council's four 
or five sessions In New York, 
Chicago, Washington, and espe­ 
cially Bal Harbor, Fla., all 
expenses paid. 
One acutally travels In a wheel 
chair. This may sound cruel to 
report, but it Is what Is giving 
the movement its shaky image. 
If the elders do revolt, the 
labor people will be In dif­ 
ficulties because then surgery 
will have to be done In public 
on the convention floor. And it 
will be done. 
Less clangorous will be the 
departure 
of “ young" Jim 
Carey, who lost his presidency 
of the International Union of 
Electrical Workers to an even 
younger man, the “ child pres­ 
ident" of the movement, Paul 
Jennings, only In his forties. 
Jim Carey, thirty years young­ 
er than Bates, made many ene­ 
mies in more than three decades 
of explosive attacks on labor 
leaders and industrialists and 
newsmen alike. 
But now he has made his peace 
with himself and the men he 
goaded in such bristling Anglo- 
Saxon terms. Carey now Is re­ 
laxed. 
There have been many sorrows 
in his home life and now he 
has time to cope with them. No 
one wishes him ill. 
Last September he talked long 
with George Meany in New York. 
Mr. Labor assured him the 
movement would not fight any 
effort he made to get into gov­ 
ernment service, and he may 
soon be in the poverty program. 
He will step down from his 
AFL-CIO presidency. 
In his place, as well as in 
the Executive Council chairs of 
some nine others, will come new 
men, new ideas, new dynamism. 
The, will hit the hustings and 
the headlines. 
They will get themselves a 
new national director of organi­ 
zation and go to town — any 
town where the e are non-union 
plants.

Conservationist-hunter Dr.C. 
F. E isenbach, Optometrist, 202 
Kramer, takes pride in the way 
his dogs work and especially 
that 
practically 
every 
duck 
knocked down is retrieved. 
It 
started in 1955, wrhen the 
Duck Creek Wildlife Area was 
about to open for the first time 
for public waterfowl hunting. “ I 
didn’t know anything about re­ 
trievers,” Dr. E isenbach told 
me, “ but I 
was planning to 
hunt and 
just went out and 
bought an untrained young gold­ 
en retriever. George Brakhage 
(then Duck Creek area mana­ 
ger) helped me train her.” 
Jam es 
Lamb 
Free’s 
book, 
Training Your Retriever, was 
the guide. 
On November 1, 1955, Eisen- 
bach 
was 
at Duck Creek and 
ready with the retriever “ Ton­ 
ya” , he called her. But sur­ 
prisingly for opening day, he 
had no luck. There were 
no 
chances for retrievers. 
A decade of duck hunting has 
passed since that opening day. 
Tonya, age eleven, is about to 
retire; but in ten years, dog 
and owner have piled up quite 
a record. 
George Brakhage, like other 
area managers, kept notes on 
individual hunter success. Dr. 
Eisenbach takes his vacation 
during the duck season. His 
ten-year 
record 
at Duck 
Creek shows he has hunted there 
231 times and personally bagged 
471 ducks. (Swan Lake goose 
hunters couldn’t expect to dupli­ 
cate this in trips or success be­ 
cause 
of special conditions 
there.) Since he commonly hunts 
with at least one companion and 
Tonva does the retrieving for 
all, we can safely say she has 
retrieved 
at least twice that 
many ducks at Duck Creek. Her 
m aster, by 
the 
record, has 
averaged two ducks per hunt­ 
ing trip! 
Averages 
can be misleading. 
Actually, 41 of these hunting 
trips were unsuccessful. But 
this only means the success­ 
ful hunts were that much bet­ 
ter. 
This year’s limit of one mal­ 
lard and one pintail, two wood 


ducks 
or canvasbacks, 
may 
make this record sound unbe­ 
lievable. But the past decade 
has 
had fat years as well as 
lean ones for both hunters and 
the duck population. Hunters had 
carefree days in the late fif­ 
ties when they could take four 
mallards 
and 
the 
season 
stretched for 70 days. 
Then drought hit the duck nest­ 
ing areas, and the duck popula­ 
tion nosedived to today’s low 
point. This decline was summed 
up by Walt Crissey, Federal 
Biologist, before the Waterfowl 
Advisory Committee in Wash­ 
ington this year. He reminded 
the Committee 
that 
in 1958, 
hunters killed 
and crippled 
more mallards than were pres­ 
ent in the total fall flight of 
1962. . .and 1965 is expected to 
be like 1962. 
Dr. Eisenbach’s hunting rec­ 
ord and Tonya’s retrieving got a 
boost in the good years. (In 
1958, the biggest year at Duck 
Creek, 
8,000 hunters bagged 
12,000 ducks). But part of his 
record was made, too, when the 
season was 25 days and the limit 
was two ducks. His record, 
year-by-year, 
is still better 
than 
the 
average 
for Duck 
Creek hunters and more than 
twice as good as records for 
many other spots in the state. 
This record was not made in 
a choice blind on a private hunt­ 
ing club, but from blinds drawn 
at random on a public hunting 
area. Some blinds, at times, 
may be better than others; but 
the records show 
Dr. Eisen­ 
bach has hunted from 67 of the 
70 blinds in use at Duck Creek. 
You might think that he has 
some special 
know-how 
for 
success. But most of this know­ 
how 
is just plain common 
sense; wear dull clothing; keep 
down in the blind; let the ducks 
come in range before shooting; 
whisper — no loud talking; 
keep three shells in 
the gun; 
when you have hunting part­ 
ners, always have one watch­ 
ing; camouflage the boat with 
brush or grass; keep your gun 
down so it doesn’t glint in the 
sun; 
arrange 
the decoys so 
ducks coming in will swing with­ 


in 
range; and, of course, no 
alcohol to dull the senses and 
slow reflexes. 
He does put out more decoys 
than most hunters use— a hun­ 
dred or more. 
Handling this 
number of decoys is no small 
chore in predawn hours or when 
there’s ice forming. 
But they 
are worth the effort. He adds a 
bobbing decoy tied on a string 
extending back to the blind. 
A pull on the string makes the 
decoy dip and bounce to pro­ 
duce seductive ripples. This is 
really an effective enticement 
for feeding flocks on calm days. 
Along with other hunters these 
days, he has learned not to con­ 
centrate on mallards. Regula­ 
tions in recent years have set 
separate limits for wood duck, 
canvasback, redhead, mallard, 
pintail and teal, as well as mer­ 
gansers and others. The hunter 
who knows only the common 
mallard misses the sport of 
bagging 
the other species. 


At Duck Creek, where 
the 
flight is mainly mallards, Doc 
lets the mallards settle in and 
watches for the pintails which 
may follow. He knows teal may 
buzz the decoys, allowing time 
for only one quick shot; and he 
uses the mallard call to work 
the shovelers in close. 


He has departed from the dog 
training manual to meet Duck 
Creek 
conditions. 
“ In 
this 
swamp, there’s too much chance 
of losing 
cripples 
in high 
vegetation and downed tim ber,” 
he explains. “ I want my dog to 
be on the way as the duck falls.” 
So Tonya and her Labrador un­ 
derstudy, Pumpkin, sit where

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May Be Diamonds 
In Moon’s Crust 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) — A 
scientist says the moon, gener­ 
ally believed to be a dry and 
barren chunk of rock, may have 
water and diamonds in its crust. 
Nobel Prize-winning chemist 
Harold C. Urey told science 
w riters Tuesday that the heat 
and pressure he believes creat­ 
ed the moon from space gas and 
dust also would have formed 
diamonds on or near its surface. 
The 
same 
theory of the 
moon’s origin leads to the possi­ 
bility that water, condensed 
from gases, may lie beneath the 
moon’s surface. 
Upward seepage of this water, 
Dr. Urey said, may explain the 
broad flat plains on the moon 
which resemble dried-up ocean 
beds. 
Ancient astronom ers thought 
the plains were large bodies of 
water and called them maria, 
the Latin word for seas. 
Dr. Urey won the 1934 Nobel 
Prize for discovering deuteri­ 
um, an element of the hydrogen

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ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYN N T W IT T Y

Most people are reasonably 
well convinced of the obvious 
advantages of good schools. We 
think of such things as better 
citizenships, higher incomes, 
a richer, fuller life and many 
other items that go to meas­ 
ure up success and the “good 
life'*. The U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce has done some re­ 
search indicating that not only 
is a good educational program 
“good for business’* but that 
education and political activi­ 
ties go hand in hand. The more 
education 
a person has the 
greater is his interest in politi­ 
cal affairs and most of us would 
agree that this is good for gov­ 
ernment as well as for all in­ 
dividuals concerned. For ex­ 
ample, 42% of the college ed­ 
ucated participated in discus­ 
sions or activities related to 
presidential campaigns while 
only 20% of the grade school 
educated did so. 
Free enterprise receives its 
greatest support from those 
with the highest levels of ed­ 
ucation and 56% of college grad­ 
uates strongly support the prin­ 
ciples of private enterprise and 
individual Initiative while only 
28% of those with only ele­ 
mentary schooling were in this 
category. The college educated 
believed more strongly in the 
principles of competition while 
those with a lesser education 
felt less strongly. 
Where school drop outs are 
higher, the percentage of young 
men rejected for military serv­ 
ice is higher, as would be ex­ 
pected. The southern and south­ 
eastern sector of the U. S., with 
the lowest educational stan­ 
dards, has the highest rate of 
rejects for military service. 
Education and newspaper and 
magazine circulation are close­ 
ly related, as again can be as­ 
sumed. TTiis has other impli­ 
cations also as it limits the ef­ 
fectiveness of advertising and 
consequently lowers the de­ 
velopment of new markets for 
services and products in those 
areas where educational levels 
are poor. 
By just about every measure, 
the community, the state and the 
nation is improved as the edu­ 
cational level goes up. The 
statement “good schools make 


good communities’* can also be 
applied regionally and national­ 
ly as well. 


According to a number of edu­ 
cational researchers and so­ 
ciologists, an average individ- 
uall learns about 40% of all he 
will ever know during the first 
four years of his life. Accord­ 
ing to these same researchers 
the first three years of a childs 
schooling is as important as 
the next nine years, from the 
stand point of total acquisitions 
of attitudes, information and 
skills. This does not mean that 
continued schooling is not im­ 
portant. It is, 
of course, al­ 
though the student may not ac­ 
quire as much knowledge in 
each succeeding year of his 
education, he does learn cer­ 
tain essential things and ac­ 
quires attitudes that are based 
upon his previous knowledge or 
because of his mental, social or 
physical development, he could 
not have acquired at an earlier 
age. However, this reasearch 
does indicate that we should 
make 
the most of a child’s 
younger 
years and perhaps 
start his organized education 
as soon as it can possibly be 
done. 


Bob Miller, Harold Kiehne and 
Harold Vogel are devoting a 
considerable 
amount of their 
time in organizing and prepar­ 
ing projects and applications for 
the Elementary and Secondary 
Act and related federal pro­ 
grams through which it is pos­ 
sible 
to get funds to help us 
improve our school program. 
They are working with the ad­ 
vice and assistance of prin­ 
cipals and teachers from both 
th e 
public 
and 
parochial 
schools. 
The Commissioner of Edu­ 
cation for the state of Mis­ 
souri is holding a series of 
meetings to inform school ad­ 
ministrators of the provisions 
of these acts in Jefferson City 
and the meeting for Southeast 
Missouri school administrators 
is scheduled for November 29. 


On Wednesday, December 1, 
we are calling a meeting of the 
superintendents of schools from 
New 
Madrid, 
Mississippi, 


Pemiscot, Scott, and Stoddard 
counties to explore the possi­ 
bilities of creating a Junior Col­ 
lege district to provide addi­ 
tional 
educational opportuni­ 
ties, for our graduates above 
the high school level. The think­ 
ing at present, and this has 
been discussed with a consider­ 
able number of school people, 
board members and other in* 
terested individuals, is that if 
the creation of a Junior College 
district is feasible it should be 
set up to provide high quality 
vocational 
education of the 
trade-technical type. Current­ 
ly no program of this kind is 
available in our area. This kind 
of school would likely be or­ 
ganized to conduct intensive 
training in a number of vo­ 
cational fields primarily of a 
trade-technical nature manage­ 
ment or pre - professional, 
with related academic courses 
to give the student a broader 
educational background as well 
as to give him better prepara­ 
tion for a vocation. The student 
would probably graduate in two 
years with a Technical Certifi­ 
cate. The quality of instruction 
would necessarily be of such 
nature 
as to be approved as 
college credit and the two year 
Technical Certificate would be 


equivalent to two years of col­ 
lege. 
The student would plan his pro­ 
gram with the idea of being pre­ 
pared for employment at the end 
of two year period or as a ba­ 
sis for continued study in col­ 
lege or an advanced level trade- 
technical school. Of course, if 
there seemed to be a demand 
it would be possible to organize 
a straight program of academic 
subjects of a general or liberal 
arts type with the aim that 
the student would continue his 
education in a Senior College. 
This would not seem as impor­ 
tant as the vocational program 
because of the nearness of our 
fine Southeast Missouri State 
College with its excellent aca­ 
demic program of liberal arts 
or pre-professional education. 
Perhaps also if a straight aca­ 
demic program were deemed 
essential it might be organized 
through some arrangement with 
state college as off campus in­ 
struction. 
We believe it might be possi­ 
ble to set up a program of the 
type discussed above, which 
would be approved by the State 
Department of Education and 
would qualify for state aid. As 
federal funds are available for 
vocational education, this, cou-

pled with state aid plus a mini* 
mum fees 
from the student 
would likely pay the cost with­ 
out a heavy tax burden on the 
citizens of the junior College 
district. 
The organization of this type of 
school would make it possible 
for 
many students to receive 
higher education who, because 
of limited funds, the fact that 
there is now no advanced voca­ 
tional training available in the 
area, or for other reasons, 
cannot now attend college. The 
benefit would be not only for the 
student but for the Southeast 
Missouri area as well. Edu­ 
cation of this type would bring 
economic benefits andprogress 
to the area along with the ob­ 
vious advantages to the individ­ 
ual student.

Viet Nam Students 
Know No Peace 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — Most of the college stu­ 
dents in Viet Nam have never 
known their country at peace. 
They have been Instrumental 
in bringing down two govern­ 
ments, and they are a factor 
any regime has to reckon with. 
Some are draft dodgers, and 
there often is the feeling that 
many come under the influence 
of subversive movements, but 
the constructive views of others 


cannot be dismissed. 
Thousands of restless students 
staged an antigovernment dem­ 
onstration last August in Hue. 
For four successive days, 
about 3,000 students held heated 
meetings. They denounced the 
chief of state, Nguyen Van 
Thieu, as an incompetent and 
called for a return to civilian 
rule. 
The 
demonstrations ended 
peacefully. 


In November 1963, students 
sided with Buddhists in the cri­ 
sis that led to the death of Pres­ 
ident Ngo Dlnh Diem. 
Last February, they took to 
the streets again and helped 
topple 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Nguyen 
Khanh. 
The students charged that 
Diem and Khanh were corrupt 
and that their governments did 
not represent the people. The 
students 
were criticized by 
many as being a disruptive in­ 
fluence whose actions had set 
back the war against the Viet 
Cong. 
To this day, however, many of 
the nation's 20,000 college stu­ 
dents feel they were justified in 
ridding the nation of Diem and 


Khanh. 
"In South Viet Nam," said 
one student, "we are involved in 
a very complicated war. It is 
not only a military war but also 
a cultural, social and economic 
war. We have to go to other 
frontiers — those of poverty, 
Ignorance and disease. And it is 
with this prospect that Vietnam­ 
ese youth have to struggle to 
find a meaning for their lives." 
Yet the feeling persists among 
many that the students are 
more concerned with their own 
security than with the welfare 
of their country. 
Last summer, however, more 
than 8,000 youth and student 
volunteers went out into the 


country and built new roads, 
houses, schools, dug wells and 
built health centers in 300 ham­ 
lets. In another social service 
program endorsed by Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky, they are help­ 
ing the government develop one 
of Saigon's poorest slum dis­ 
tricts. 
While many students remain 
apathetic toward Ky —they feel 
the youthful flier is the wrong 
man for the job — they appear 
more interested in channel!*" 
their energies 
toward i ■> 
proving rather than ousting the 
government. 
Most studepts probably would 
support viewS^of the chairman

"Vast America, in which you 
live, and little Viet Nam in 
which we still struggle to win 
the right to live free, are al­ 
ready soaked with the blood of 
our ancestors. It seems, how­ 
ever, that those who live in hap­ 
piness now and enjoy unbound­ 
ed freedom do not realize what 
It takes to maintain freedom. 
Freedom can be obtained only 
through hard fighting." 
Some of the young people fa­ 
vor a more vigorous military 
offensive against the Commu­ 
nists. They have called for a 
stepup in bombings in North 
Viet Nam, A few who have had 
relatives killed by the Viet Cong 
would like to see the Allied 
forces launch a ground attack 
against North Viet Nam. 


These are the students most 
likely to dismiss antiwar dem­ 
onstrators in the United States 
as draft-dodgers, cowards, per­ 
sons 
under 
Communist in­ 
fluence, or young persons who 
are misinformed. 
A relatively small number of 
students have called for a neu­ 
tralized settlement of the war 
and have urged a coalition gov­ 
ernment with the Communists. 
The majority of these attend the 
state-operated

Hue, a traditional hotbed of agi­ 
tation. 


While students accept the 
presence of UJS. forces as nec­ 
essary, they are sharply criti­ 
cal of many aspects of the UJS. 
military buildup. 
For example, student papers 
have complained about the rela­ 
tions of UJS* troops with Viet­ 
namese women and the lack of 
a 
status-of-forees agreement 
between South Viet Nam and 
the United States. 
On the theory that the stu­ 
dents need an outlet to "sound 
off," the nation's leaders have 
given them more freedom of 
expression than they probably 
have ever enjoyed. On the other 
hand, Ky has charged that Intel­ 
lectuals spend too much time 
talking about political abstrac­ 
tions.

A few feet from him lay a pis­ 
tol. 
Then he began his years of 
wandering.

The casinos In Reno, the police 
department in Reno, all over.” 
Several times he met girls he 
wanted to marry, but he never 
did. 
“ I didn't know whether I had 
a wife or children. And then 
there was that gun. I didn't 
know what kind of person I 
might have been. 
“ You are afraid to tie yourself 
to anyone when you don't have 
a past." 
Finally, about a year ago, 
while working as a diver in Los 
Angeles, he decided to go to a 
psychoanalyst. 
One day, his childhood street 
address in Albany popped into 
his mind. He went to Albany, 
but his parents had moved to 
Florida 11 years before. 
“ I talked around the neigh­ 
borhood but I didn't remember 
them." 
He was discouraged. But in 
searching the phone book the 
name of his uncle struck his 
eye. 
The uncle directed him to a 
sister, Marjorie Benvento of 
Fayetteville, N.Y. She told him 
one brother had died. The other, 
John 
Jr., 
rushed from St. 
Mary's Seminary in Baltimore 
and went with him to Florida. 
First they visited a sifter in 
Largo, Lilli°.n Watkins, and then 
last week all three came to In­ 
dian Rocks Beach, outside St. 
Petersburg. 
Sheridan plans to live with his 


parents. He has already set up a 
deep-sea diving company here. 
But the past is still far from 
complete. 
“Little bits and pieces are 
coming back all the time," he 
said. “It makes life worth liv­ 
ing.”

Johnson Willing 
To Play Rough

WASHINGTON (AP) — Same 
technique, but fester this time.

New Madrid County School 


Reorganization Letter Text 


NEW MADRID — Here is the 
text of a letter from New Mad­ 
rid County's school superinten­ 
dents urging the county's eight 
school districts be reorganized 
into one: 
Mr. Lyle Bird, President 
New Madrid Co. Board of 
Education 
Dear Sir: 
The Superintendents of Schools 
of New Madrid County, after 
several months of deliberation 
and discussion, feel that there 
are matters affecting the fu­ 
ture education position of this 
county that should be placed 
before you and your considera­ 
tion. We would like to recom­ 
mend to this County Board of 
Education that they submit a 
Reorganization Proposal to the 
State Board of Education for 
approval so that it might go 
before the voters of this county. 
We believe that this proposal 
should reorganize the several 
school districts of this county 
into a single unit. We believe 
this to be desirable for the fol­ 
lowing 
reasons and circum­ 
stances: 
Our basic primary considera­ 
tion in this matter, of course, 
is to provide for the youth of 
this county the best educational 
program possible within the 
framework of this county's re­ 
sources and capabilities. We 
do not feel that we are doing 
this with our present organi­ 
zation. 
We do a real good job, we 
believe, in preparing our stu­ 
dents for attending college. Stu­ 
dents who do well in our local 
high schools can go to college 
and do alright. The other stu­ 
dents, 
which are in a large 
majority, are not getting what 
they should from our school 
programs. They get some basic 
education, but do not come out 
of high school with any m ar­ 
ketable skills so that they can 
go to work. Many of these youth 
do not get these necessary skills 
on their own initiative and, con­ 
sequently, in a few years they 
end up on the welfare rolls. 
To help remedy this matter, 
we recommend the establish­ 
ment of a vocational school 
to teach many basic skills so 
that students may come out of 
high school with enough skills 
to go right to work. Some of 
the courses that are particular­ 
ly adapted to our Tegion are 
farm 
machinery 
mechanics, 
farm 
machinery 
operation, 
farm chemicals, land leveling 
and irrigation. TTiere are many 
other courses that would have 
a place in a trade school pro­ 


gram. 
We do not feel that any one 
school 
district in the county 
could provide this trade school 
program, but collectively and 
with the federal aid that is 
available for this kind of pro­ 
gram, it could be done on a 
worthwhile basis. We have dis­ 
cussed this matter with the 
State Commissioner's Office in 
Jefferson City and find that 
when a Trade School Program 
is approved by the State Board 
of Education, federal funds are 
available for fifty percent of 
the cost of construction, fifty 
percent of the cost of equip­ 
ment and fifty percent of the 
cost on instructor's salaries. 
The Assistant Commissioner 
assured us that there is no rea­ 
son why a properly developed 
Trade School Program could 
not be approved for this county. 
The Missouri State Depart­ 
ment of Education and the State 
Board of Education has for 
several years promoted and en­ 
couraged 
reorganization 
of 
school 
districts 
into larger 
units. 
State 
Commissioner 
Hubert Wheeler stated recent­ 
ly that the State Department of 
Education has just completed 
a survey of the school districts 
of Missouri. According to their 
thinking, the number of school 
districts could be reduced to 
approximately 190. There are 
now a few less than 1,000. 
The 
Missouri 
General As­ 
sembly 
has 
accepted this 
point of view, as evidenced by 
their passage of the Reorgani­ 
zation Law and the appropria­ 
tion of money for building aid 
to reorganized districts. 
The need for reorganization 
from the economic standpoint 
is 
becoming pressing. 
The 
small school districts are find­ 
ing it most difficult to finance 
their present programs. We are 
fast 
approaching a 
financial 
crisis. We have in this county 
much overlapping and duplica­ 
tion of effort in our school 
districts. At a time when the 
securing of professional per­ 
sonnel is most difficult, we 
have a duplication of teacher 
effort, duplication of courses, 
duplication of many school se r­ 
vices. Much of this could be 
alleviated by the overall plan­ 
ning and administering of the 
county schools as one district 
unit. 
There are several 
Federal 
Programs affecting schools that 
will continue to be of greater 
and greater importance. The 
major one of these is the Ele­ 
mentary and Secondarv Educa­ 


tion Act (Public Law 89-10). 
New Madrid County's entitle­ 
ment under this act for 1965- 
66 is estimated to be $1,109,- 
585.51. This money cannot be 
utilized to support our pres­ 
ent program, but can be used to 
broaden, enrich and supple­ 
ment the program that is now 
serving the children of the coun­ 
ty. In view of the restrictions 
in this act, it will be difficult 
to fully utilize this entitlement 
in the county's present arrange­ 
ment of several small districts. 
The 
educational trend, the 
Federal influence and the State 
influence are all pointed in the 
direction of larger school units. 
As a matter of fact, we are 
several years overdue on this 
program. 
In summarizing, we believe the 
following four factors are of 
real significance: 
1. A Vocational School to better 
meet the needs of our youth. 
2. Elimination of duplication of 
effort and services to help in 
financing 
a worthwhile pro­ 
gram. 
3. Better Utilization of federal 
programs and financial support. 
4. Moving our county program 
in line with the modern trends 
in educational thinking. 
We realize that the informa­ 
tion in this letter is general in 
nature and somewhat sketchy. 
We will be glad to meet with 
your group for discussion or 
to give you additional informa­ 
tion. 
We respectfully request your 
consideration in what we believe 
to be a most important matter.

Debate How 
To Handle 
Complaints 


ST . LO U IS (A P ) — The 71st 
conference of the National Mu­ 
nicipal League ended Wednes­ 
day in debate over the best 
way to handle complaints In­ 
cluding those of police brutality, 
to police departments. 
St. Louis Police Chief Curtis 
Brostron and W illiam Brown, 
form er inspector of the New 
York City Police Department, 
agreed that a civilian review 
board is not the answer. 
Brostron said 
the review 
boards only hamper police work 
and ultimately harm the people 
they are meant to protect. He 
said none of the 106 charges of 
police brutality in St. Louis 
during a period of one year 
could be substantiated. 
He indicated that the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners 
appointed by the governor can 
handle the job, but suggested a 
better understanding is needed 
between police and citizens. 
Brown, now a professor in the 
Department of Public A ffelrsat 
the University of New York, 
said review boards only repre­ 
sent opposing sides of a dispute 
and never attack the problem 
from 
which the controversy 
arose. 
However, he suggested adop­ 
tion of a variation of the Scan­ 
dinavian ombudsman, a high- 
ranking figure of great prestige 
and influence who would hear 
and review complaints in all 
areas. Appointed by the mayor, 
he could institute court actions 
and make recommendations for 
adm inistrative changes.
